July 15 2009 (S Farrell) Binns was in attendance. Elaine Coleman spoke page 4, 
paragraph 4. Farrell moved to approve the minutes as presented with modifications.  
Binns seconded. Mehtlan abstained. Motion passed 4-0-1  
 
Agenda Item 3: PUBLIC FORUM:  PALMER reported that he had attended the last 
Planning Commissioner hearing and provided an update and handouts.   
Farrell offered to contact Cheryl Jones to get copies of handouts and any presentation 
materials for the group.  Binns mentioned the upcoming Merriam Mountains hearing 
date.  
 
Agenda Item 4: San Marcos Mountain Cellular Facility: The project would add 3 
panel antennas and 6 directional antennas to an existing 195 foot tall lattice  
tower (MUP P69-101) at 402 Hardell Lane:  No one appeared on behalf of the 
applicant so Jemmott gave a brief description on the proposed additional array of 
three antennas that is proposed to go on the existing 195 foot high structure. Mehtlan 
moved for conditional approval if the County assures the strength through engineering 
analysis of wind and sismac loads.  Palmer seconded. 5-0-0 
 
 
Agenda Item 5: S08-015 Mesa Rock Nursery: Nursery and green waste recycling 
facility south of Mesa Rock Road and west of I-15. APN 187-100-3700   
Gary Larson presented the project on behalf of the applicant.  He said that although 
the application is for a nursery and allowed under the existing General Plan, the Site is 
proposed for heavy industrial through the GP2020 process.  Palmer raised concerns 
that the project site was surrounded by residential uses located in the County and 
within the City of Escondido so a future heavy industrial use would be in conflict with 
the existing uses under both the County’s and the City’s General Plans.   
Palmer also noted that this was the first time the community was made aware of this 
change. Larson said the security trailers would only be on site through construction 
and they are not part of the project.  Changes to alignment of road, an increased fire 
buffer from 100 to 200 feet and increased parking on site were also of concern.  Binns 
noted that the Sponsor Group had not seen the hydrology report and that the County 
had not released it.  Larson replied that both a hydrology report and Stormwater 
Management Plan had been submitted to the County, with the preliminary hydrology 
report approved by County.  Jemmott expressed concern that the 9,000 sq. of building 
would have an impact.  Larson said no major use permit was needed for 9000 sq foot 
building. 
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Palmer asked for a copies of the hydrology report for review.  Palmer moved to 
continue item until the Sponsor Group has had a chance to review the hydrology 
report. Farrell seconded the motion passed 5-0-0.  Palmer agreed to have the 
hydrology report reviewed by the April meeting.  

 
 
Agenda Item 6 County Proposed Zoning Ordinance and Subdivision Changes: 
The county is proposing about 200 pages of changes to the Zoning Ordinance 
and Subdivision codes. Action Item. 
Palmer noted that the item had passed the review period.  Palmer passed out digital 
copies of the proposed zoning changes and raised concerns on lot size and high 
impact industrial in the I-15 corridor   Palmer said the zoning should be consistent with 
community character and when he asked Mr. Wong at DPLU why the area near Mesa 
Rock Road, currently surrounded by residential uses was proposed to change from A-
70 to High Impact Industrial, Wong replied that it was at the request of the property 
owner and that a larger area would be rezoned Heavy Impact Industrial to make it 
more compatible with itself [create a justification for non-compatible use].  Palmer said 
the City of Escondido’s Planning Director was not aware of the proposed change.  In 
regards to problems associated with the County’s recent approval of the Industrial 
Agricultural operation on the south eastern area of Twin Oaks, Palmer said that what 
he asked of the County was for an affirmative statement in section 2700 that would 
make it clear what type of agriculture is compatible with residential. Palmer said 
section 2700 was designed to encourage small farming not large farming or Industrial 
agriculture. Industrial Agricultural uses, Palmer said, impact on a community was far 
out of proportion from what you would have with a traditional row crop or orchard.   
and are in conflict with community character and he believed are not the type of 
agriculture referenced in section 2700.
